DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 8, 10-14, 16, 17, 20-22, 24-28, 30-33, 35, 36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 13, 27, 32, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest 
an image verification system comprising an image generation and a first image verification 
device, wherein said first image verification devices includes: 

a second verification data generation unit which generates second verification data from 
the image data using a private key in public key cryptography without editing the image data, if 
the first verification unit verifies that the image data is not altered. 

Claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 10-12 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 1. 

Claims 14, 16, 17, 20-22, 24-25, 26 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 13. 

Claims 28, 30, 31 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 27. 

Claims 33, 35, 36 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 32.
